Wickedneſs, which ſo abounds in our Priſons, and 
Fleets and Armies? Who in Europe can compare with 
the Sloth, Lazinefs, Luxury and Effen:inacy of the En.

Gor: A Gop, who though he fits upon the Circle of 


the Heavens, ſecs and knows all that is done upon 
Earth. And this Gop is Holy; He does not love 


Sin: He is juſt, rendering to all their Due. And He 
i Strong; there is none able to withſtand Him: He 


hath all Power in Heaven and in Farth. Be is pa- 
tient indeed, and ſuffers long; but he will at laſt re pay 
the Wicked to his Face. He often does ſo in this 


World ; eſpecially, when a whole Nation is openly and 


inſolently wicked. Then doth Gop ari/e and mointoin 
his own Couſe ; then doth he terribly ſhew both his 


Juſtice and Power: That if theſe will not repent, yet 


others may fear, and flee from the Wrath to come. Y 
8. There hath been among them that feared Gon. 

a general ExpeRation for many Years, that the Time

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was coming, when Gon would thus ariſe, to be aveng- 


ed of this ſinful Nation. At length the Time is come. 
The Patience of Gov, long provoked, gives Place to 
| Juſtice. The Windows of Heaven begin to be opened, 


to rain down Judgments on the Earth. And yet, with 
what Tenderneſs does he proceed? In the Midſt of 
Wrath remembering Mercy. By how flow Degrees 
does his Vengeance move] Nor does his whole Diſ- 


pleaſure yet ariſe. 


9. Brethren, Countrymen, Evglihmen, What ſhall 
we do? To day ! while it is called to day! Before 


the Seaſon of Mercy is quite expired, and our Deſtruc- 


tion cometh as a Whirlwind? Which Way can we re- 
maove the Evils we feel? Which Way prevent thoſe we 
fear? Is there any better Way, than the making ( 
our Friend? The ſecuring his Help againſt our ne- 


mies? Other Helps are little worth. We ſee Armies 


may be deftroyed, or even flee away from Old Men 


and Children. Fliets may be daſh'd to Pieces in an 
Hour, and ſunk in the Depth of the Sea. Allies 


may be treacherous, or ſlow, or fooliſh, or weak, or 


cowardly. But Gop is a Friend who cannot betray, 


and whom none can either bribe or terrify. And who 


is wiſe, or ſwiſt, or ſtrong like him? Therefore, what- 
ever we do, let us make Gop our Friend. Let us 
with all Speed remove the Cauſe of bis Anger. Let 
us caſt away our Sins. Then ſhall his Love have free 


Courſe, and he will tend us Help, ſufficient Help againſt 


all our Enemies. 


10. Come; will You begin? Will You, by the 


Grace of God, amend Oze, and that without Delay ? 
Firſt then, Ozvz thoſe Sins which have long cried for 
Vengeance in the Ears of Gop. Confe/s, that we 


all (and you in particular) deſerve for our Inward and. 


Outward Abominations, not only to be ſwept from 


the Face of the Earth, but to ſuffer the Vengeance 
of Eternal Fire. Never aim at excu/ing either yours | 


ſelf or others. Let your Mouth be ſtopt. Plead 
guilty before Gop. Above all, own that Inpudence 
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of Wickedneſ:, that utter Careleſtneſs, that Pert Stu- 
pidity, which is hardly to be found in any Part of 
the Earth, (at leaſt, not in ſuch a Degree) except in 
England. Do you not know what I mean? You was 
not long ſince praying to Gop, for Damnation upon 
your own Soul.” One who has heard you, ſaid, 
** Is that right? Does not Gop hear? What if he 
takes you at your Word? You replied with equal 
Impudence and Ignorance, ©* What, are You a Me- 
** thodift ?”” What if he is a Turk? Mult thou there® 
fore be a Heathen ?—-Gop humble thy brutiſh, de- 
viliſh Spirit. Ds TN 
11. Lay thee in the Duſt, for this and for all thy 

Sins. Let thy Laughter be turned into Heavineſs; 
thy Joy into Mourning ; thy ſenſeleſs Jollity and Mirth, 
into Sorrow and Brokenneſs of Heart. This is no 
Time to eat and drink and riſe up to play; but to 
afflict thy Soul before the Lord. Defire of Gobp, a 
deep piercing Senſe of the enormous Sins of the Nation, 
and of thy own. Remember that great Example: 
How when the King of Nineveh was warned of the 
near-approaching Vengeance of Gop, he cou/ed it to be 
proclaim'd, Let none tafle any Thing, let them not feed, 
nor drink Water. Put let them be covered with Sack- 
cloth, and cry mightily to GOD ; yea let them turn every 
one from his Evil Way ; who can tell, if GOD will 
turn and repent, and turn away from his fierce Anger, 
tha t we periſh not, JONAH 3. - | 7 

12, Let them turn every one from his Evil Way. 
Ceaſe to do Evil. Learn to do well. And fee that 
this Reformation be Univer/a/ : For there is no 
ſerving Gop by Halves. Avoid 4/ Evil, and do a/l 
Good unto 41 Men; elſe you only deceive your own 
Soul. See alſo, that it be from the Heart. Lay the 


Axe to the Root of the Tree. Cut up, by the Grace 


of Gop, Evil Defire, Pride, Anger, Unbelief. Let 

this be your continual Prayer to Gop, the Prayer of 
your Heart, (as well as Lips) Lord, I would be-
